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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-44 are currently pending in the instant application. Claims 1-38 are 
withdrawn without traverse (see office action of 7/16/01). Claim 39 has been amended 
and new claims have been added (40-44), submitted 1/16/02. Claims 39-44, although 
directed to the elected invention, are now directed to multiple species of the elected 
invention. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: (A)-Gly-Cys SEQ ID N0:3, (A)-Cys SEQ ID N0:5, (A)-Tyr SEQ ID N0:6, N- 
acetyl-Cys-(A), Tyr-(A) SEQ ID N0:7, N-acetyl-Cys-Gly-(A), Cys-(A) SEQ ID N0:8, (A)- 
N-acetyl-Cys . The species are independent or distinct because the immunogens 
recited all have a unique structure which would elicit an immune response. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.
